But on the whole, despite all these draw- 


backs, the prospects were very bright for 
the future success of the clnb.

Minister Will s was instructed to say that 
the president felt that in protecting the' 
iioD-interferenee policy of the government 
he felt it, necessary to dea de tne matter as 
if a dispute had been referred to him and 
restore the queen*, and in sustaining the 
queen tbe president hoped to have the 
benrty co-operation of the members of the 
Dule administration, which, he felt, was 
entitled to commendation for what it had 
done to maintain peace it) the islands since 
it had been iu existence., 


Afier having righted what it considered 


a wrong done by this government tbe 
United S.«tes would atwnrme the policy o'f 
non-interferenqein affairs of other powers. 


It is thought that the queen WHS ready 


to comply with the suegestioos that she 
nek members of tbe provisional govern- 
ment to aid her, because her friends no 
doubt believe that she could more easily 
sustain herself by having the assistance of 
those who were prominent in the revolu- 
tion. 
The members of the provisional 


government would be willing to t«ke such 
positions because it would give them just 
tt>« power tbay would wish for in case 
they desired to take part in another revo- 
lution, which is possible if there is no pro- 
vision made to sustain the queen after she 
is restored.

The Queen's Restoration! Has Been 


Promised Conditionally. 


'WASBINGTOK, 
Nov. 
, 16, — Minifltei 


Fhurston of Hawaii bas demanded his 
passports. Hts relations with this coun- 
try are still, to all appearances, at least, 
most friendly. The fact tbat this is so, 
after the conference be had with Secretary 
of State Gresham, is considered by diplo- 
mats to be significant. 


The chief interest in the Hawaiian situ- 


ation now surrounds the instructions 
given to Minister Willis and the contents 
of the cipher message which was received 
after the arrival of the China. There is 
no doubt of Minister Willis being in- 
structed co make the restoration of Liliuo- 
kalani conditional uoon jfull amnesty 
being granted to the inenj who engaged 
in the revolution and overthrew the queen. 
Minister Willis, it is understood, was in- 
structed to Insist upon tpis, because the 
president felt tbat the revolution would 
not have occurred had it not been for ttie 
assistance and co-operation of this govern- 
ment through the late Minister Stevens. 


Mr. Willis WHS instructed to say to these 


members of the provisional government 
that tbe president felt that he ought to 
protect them to this extent, because be be- 
lieved that htid it not been for tbe au- 
thority of tbe United St >tes, used by Min- 
ister Stevens, they would never have been 
led into this revolution. 
The instructions, it ill thought, re- 


quested the minister to flret call upon the 
queen and tell her tba president believed a 
great wrong hod been done her, and. after 
insisting upon, amnesty, declare It the in- 
tention to again place her & control of the 
government. 
„ 
She was also to he Informed tbat it was 


the desire of tbe president that she should 
sustain herself in authority without tbe 
assistance of the United States From the 
cipher dispatch it is believed that the state 
department bas been informed that these 
conditions are satisfactory to tbe queen 
and had been accepted by her at the time 
tbe China sailed. 


How Provisional Men Stand. 


To President Dole it is understood that 


Minister Willis was Instructed to say that 
tbe president felt that in protecting tbe 
Bon-interference policy of the government 
he felt it necessary to decide the matter as 
if a dispute had been referred to him and 
restore the queen, and in sustaining the 
queen the president hoped to have the 
hearty co-operation of the members of the 
Dole administration, which, he felt, was 
entitled to commendation for what it had 
done to maintain peace in the islands since 
it bad been in existence. 


After baving righted what ,it considered 
a wrong done by this government tbe 
United States wonl'd assume the policy of 
non-interference in affairs of other powers. 
It is thought that the queen was ready 
to comply with tbe suggestions that she 
ask members of the provisional govern- 
ment to aid her, because her friends no 
doubt believe that sbe conld more easily 
sustain herself by having the assistance of 
those who were prominent in the revolu- 
tion. The members of the provisional 
government would be willing to take such 
positions because it would give them just 
cbe power they would wish for in case 
they desired to take part in another revo- 
lution, which is possible if there is no pro- 
vision made to sustain the queen after she 
is restored. 
It is anticipated that there will be warm 


discussion when it comes before congress, 
which will bring out all the facts. The 
information 
upon which tbe letter of 


Secretary Graham was based will then 
have been mnde public, and, while it is 
anticipated that the statements made win 
be disputed, it ia claimed that they will be 
sustained by such overwhelming evidence 
that the people who are disposed to look 
at tbe matter frankly will be compelled to 
acknowledge tbat the administration could 
do nothing else but restore the queen. 


The Administration's Stand. 


, There is no doubt but that the adminis- 
tration feels tbat Ic is on tbe defensive, 
and tbat there is a tendency, especially 
atncng Republicans and among many 
Democrats, to criticise its action. The 
claim, that time will show beyond all 
doubt that it took the proper course with 
such persistency 
in various quarters 
as it with the Intentio u of creating the 
impression tbat tnere ia a great deal in 
reserve for vindication purposes. 
Those best qualified to speak for Presi- 
dent Cleveland and Secretary Gresham, 
who have been willing to speak at all, 
have expressed great confidence that ex- 
Queen Liilioukalani has already been re- 
stored to her throne, no later than last 
Wednesday. Tbe equally confident asser- 
tions of those best acquainted with the 
character and resources of the provisional 
government that sbe certainly could not 
bave been restored without tbe use of 
force has made no difference apparently in 
the confidence of those who claim that she 
bas been restored. 
The confidence of those near the presi- 
dent that the queen has been already re- 
stored is thought to be due to their belief 
that the provisional government would 
yield immediately to the suggestion of the 
United States minister that the pro- 
Visional government bas terminated and 
the sovereignty therefore reverted to the 
queen and her government. 
It is now believed that Minister Willis' 
instrnctions are, if the provisional govern- 
ment refuses to yield to his suggestion, 
to wait for farther orders. If this is true, 
the steamship Australia, which is to ar- 
rive at San Francisco on Saturday, may 
bring word that President Dole U still at 
the head of the government. 


Chinamen Released.

SATISFACTORY TRIAL. 


Trial Trip Mar be Tomorrow But tbe 


iN»vy Official* Will Fix tbe Date* 


By 'Telegraph to THE Sun. 


BOSTON, Nov. 16. The sea was a little 


choppy this morning for the Columbia's 
trial trip. Tbe wind was west, and blow- 
ing 26 or 30 miles an boar. A slight roll 
was coming in from the south, making a 
cross sea, and the atmosphere was as clear 
as a bell. The temperature was a little 
uncomfortable for the spectators. 
The Columbia was first seen under 
steam at 0.20 in tbe lower harbor, and as 
she manceuvcred in and oat and finally 
stood out to sea it was given out that the 
trial trip was postponed. This was con- 
jrmed by the Columbia's return.

GREAT MEET1NO OF THE BASE

Tfte Philadelphia Muddle to be Settled 


Later* 


NBW YORK, Nov. 16.— The regular fall 


meeting of the baseball magnates wan held 
at the Fifth Avenue hotel. Among the 
baseball nien present were W. A. Conant 
of Boston. W. W. Kerr of Plttiburff, John 
J. Rogers and A. J. Beach of Philadel- 
phia, T. S. Elliot and George Wagner ot 
Washington, P. A. Bell and C. H. Byrno 
of Brooklyn, H. R. Vanderhoest of Balti- 
more, F. D. Robinson, J. A. Hart of Chi- 
cago, Nick YOUDR and A. J. Saden of Bos- 
ton, Chris Von der Ahe of St. Louis and 
Ed Tnlcott of New York. 


The executive board met before the reg- 
ular meeting to consider routine business. 
There was considerable talk before the 
meeting about the proposed sale Of the 
Cleveland club. It is understood Chat a 
lutigfactory offer has been made for the 
elub, and the Cleveland people are wilting 
to sell. 
Besides formally awarding the 


championship of the season of 1896 to the 
Boston clnb, the meeting examined the 
books of the Association, audited the ac- 
counts for the season and discussed the 
question of postponed games and the Phil- 
adelphia admission controversy. 


Behind Closed Doors.

After the word "season" the following

Section 47 was amended byi providing a 


fine of $1000 for violation of schedule datea 
without proper permission. Mr. Robinson 
offered an amendment disciplining piny- 
ets for drunkenness or disorderly conduct, 
and it was referred to the committee on 
rules. Propositions for an amendment on 
coaching rales was referred to the same 
committee. 


The following directors were elected: 
N. £. Younif, chairraau; A. H. Sodeu, A. 
B, Talcott, C. H. Byrne, James A. Hart, 
W. W. Kerr aud John T. Brush. 
President Young was appointed a com - 


ntittee of one to prepare a schedule for 
1894. 
Soden, Byrne and Young were 
elected members of the national board of 
arbitration. The following, submitted by 
Mr. Young, was adopted in the form of a 
resolution: 
"The question of the finances of the 
League and Association being called for, 
the treasurer announced, much to the 
gratification of all the clubs, that the obli- 
gations assumed at the time of the consoll- 
drttion of the League and American Asso- 
ciation at Indianapolis in 1801, amounting 
to $140,000, have been paid and deter- 
mined, and that he has in bis possession 
all such obligations. This enables the 
League to start the next, year clear and 
free from debt." 
The fight of the meeting, namely, the 


settlement of the tangle over the Phila- 
delphia club's failure Co settle with other 
clubs, did not come up, but will later. 
This trouble Is concerning the 25- cent ad- 
mission. At Philadelphia the team only 
gave visiting clubs their share of a 25-ceut 
admission and settled outside on the CO- 
cent admission basis.
